Chicago run is how the 
French authorities disposed of the 
five terrorists. 


The quintette diverted the ship to a 


landing at the Charles DeGaulle air- 
; 'port near Paris. 


French police and military units 


immediately blockaded the plane and 
deflated its tires so as to render 
; further flight impossible except as 
-they might clear away those obs- 
-tactes. 
^• IThen followed a lengthy talk session 
between the skyjackers on one side 
; and the French authorities and U.S. 
•ambassador to France on the other. 
'•'Each gained a point. 
! In exchange for major newspapers 
•in Montreal, Chicago, Cleveland and 
-New York City printing a manifesto 
-ob; liberating the Croatians from the 
".Yugoslav government and distribut- 
ing the pamphlets by air drops, the 
^terrorists surrendered themselves 
; and freed the passengers and crew, 
•thoroughly shaken by their ordeal but 


;physically intact.- 
:>Four of the five terrorists, males, 
rare native born Yugoslavians. The 
.fifth is the wife of the ringleader and 
:a::U.S. citizen. Her husband only 
"recently acquired U.S. citizenship. 
; The stated reason for their sen- 
. setess kidnapping is to dramatize the 
.plight of their Croation compatriots' in 
.Yugoslavia. Their announced goal is 
to effect a physical separation of their 
associates into a separate state. 


Once the hectic aspect of the 


. skyjacking had concluded, the French 
authorities gave the kidnappers a 
choice of two destinations, a return to 
'the U.S. or a forward flight to 
- Yugoslavia. 


While the quintette might not know 


'the penalty for aerial piracy over 
; American soil, presumably they are 
aware of how criminal justice is ad- 
ministered in the U.S. as contrasted 
to the Yugoslavian method. Marshal 
Tito's judiciary moves swiftly and 
positively against enemies' of the 
state. 


Unhesitatingly, the four men and 


the one woman selected a return 
flight to New York City. 


The U.S. penalty for air piracy is a 


maximum 
20-year 
imprisonment. 


However, in this situation, there is an 
'additional murder count involved 
because a New York City policeman 


was killed by a bomb left in an air- 
port locker by the pirates. This raises 
the penalty to life 'imprisonment or 
death. 


Any opposition to the regime in a 


Communist* state starts off automa- 
tically with a death sentence and 
works downward to imprisonment. 


Another major difference between

On Airliner Terrorism 


Buried in the middle of the news 
reports on the 30-hour skyjacking of 
an American jetliner during its New 
York City to Chicago run is how the 
French authorities disposed of the 
five terrorists. 
The quintette diverted the ship to a 
landing at the Charles DeGaulle air­ 
port near Paris. 
French police and m ilitary units 
immediately blockaded the plane and 
deflated its tires so as to render 
further flight impossible except as 
they might clear away those obs­ 
tacles. 
* Then followed a lengthy talk session 
between the skyjackers on one side 
and the French authorities and U.S. 
ambassador to France on the other. 
Each gained a point. 
In exchange for major newspapers 
in Montreal, Chicago, Cleveland and 
New York City printing a manifesto 
on liberating the Croatians from the 
< Yugoslav government and distribut­ 
in g the pamphlets by air drops, the 
‘ terrorists surrendered 
themselves 
'and freed the passengers and crew, 
^thoroughly shaken by their ordeal but 
physically intact.’ 
; 
Four of the five terrorists, males, 
are native born Yugoslavians. The 
• fifth is the wife of the ringleader and 
•a U.S. citizen. Her husband only 
rkiently acquired U.S. citizenship. 
The stated reason for their sen­ 
seless kidnapping is to dramatize the 
plight of their Croation compatriots in 
Yugoslavia. Their announced goal is 
to effect a physical separation of their 
associates into a separate state. 
Once the hectic aspect of the 
skyjacking nad concluded, the French 
authorities gave the kidnappers a 
choice of two destinations, a return to 
the U.S. or a forward flight to 
Yugoslavia. 
While the quintette might not know 
the penalty for aerial piracy over 
American soil, presumably they are 
aware of how criminal justice is ad­ 
ministered in the U.S. as contrasted 
to the Yugoslavian method. Marshal 
Tito’s judiciary moves swiftly and 
positively agamst en em ies'o f the 
state. 
Unhesitatingly, the four men and 
the one woman selected a return 
flight to New York City. 
The U.S. penalty for air piracy is a 
maximum 
20-year 
imprisonment. 
However, in this situation, there is an 
additional murder count involved 
because a New York City policeman 


was killed by a bomb left in an air­ 
port locker by the pirates. This raises 
the penalty to life imprisonment or 
death. 
Any opposition to the regime in a 
Communist state starts off automa­ 
tically with a death sentence and 
works downward to imprisonment. 
Another major difference between 
the U.S. and the Communist system 
is that in the latter countries the 
defendant has to establish his in­ 
nocence.

marked his long and honorable 
c^reer. Immediate cause of the 
president’s death is underter- 
nuned. His physicians disagree 
and it will possibly require an 
autopsy to fix the exact cause. 
Vice President Roosevelt, who 
now succeeds to the presidency, 
may take the oath of office 
wherever he happens to hear the 
news.

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - 
The headlines point to the 
striking Soviet military buil­ 
dup, and to the energetic supply 
of Russian arms — as in Libya, 
Iraq and Angola — to govern­ 
ments and revolutionary fac­ 
tions favortKl by the Kremlin. 
Virtually unreported is the 
sharp rise in the numbers of 
Russian and Chinese Com­ 
munist technicians sent to un­ 
derdeveloped countries. 
Even more significant is that 
growing numbers of young men 
and women from foreign lands 
the Russians and Red Chinese 
have trained in their technical 
schools and universities these 
past 20 years are now, through 
seniority, moving into portions 
of influence in their home coun­ 
tries. This is.particularly no­ 
ticeable in wide sections of 
Africa. 
In the past two decades, 72-,000 
students from underdeveloped 
nations have been trained in 
Russia, East Europe and Com­ 
munist China at a cost of $70 
million a year. Their current 
foreign student population is 
approximately 
27,000, 
two- 
thirds in the USSR. 
More than half these 27,000 
are from Africa. There are, for 
example, 1,750 from Algeria, 
1,140 from Nigeria, 1,575 from 
the Sudan, 920 from Ethiopia, 
885 from the Congo, KOO from 
Somalia, 585 from Mali, 655 
from Tanzania, 415 from Sierra 
Leone, 425 from the Malagasy 
• Ri'public and 525 from Zaire. 
There are also 1.100 from 
liangladesh, 1,000 from Cyprus, 
895 from Afghanistan, 545 from 
India, 650 from Jordan and 1,125 
from Syria. 
The sources of students sent 
to Communist countries from 
I^itin America are Colombia 
with 460, Ecuador with 385, 
Costa Rica with 320, Bolivia 
with 240 and Peru with 190. 
The Soviet Union also has 
roughly 8.(M)0 military tech­ 
nicians in Africa, the Near East 
and S(»ulh Asia, despite the 
worsening of relations with 
Eg>pt. China has more than 
1,(KK) in Africa, almost all in 


Tanzania. 
And there are currently more 
than 20,000 Chinese Communist 
economic — as distinct from 
military — 
technicians 
in 
Africa, 6,000 Russian and 10,000 
East European. 
There are in excess of 11,000 
Russian, 3,000 East European 
and 2,000 Chinese Communist 
economic technicians in the 
N\!ar East and South Asia. 
The number of Communist 
military technicians in under­ 
developed countries rose by 20 
per cent and the number of 
economic technicians by 15 piT 
cent last year alone. 
In its military assistance, the 
Soviet Union keems to be 
striking at targets of oppor­ 
tunity — as in its assistance to 
one clique in Angola, its strong 
aid to Syria and its hefty shi^ 
ments to Libya, which that 
cóuntry regularly uses for the 
training and supply of dissident 
groups in a range of countries. 
Or in what seem to be payoffs in 
return for bases and other mili- 
tar>’ favors — as in the case ol 
Somalia, which has offered 
Russia the use of the port at 
lierbera, and Guinea. 
Some Soviet economic aid 
seems directed at insuring 
Moscow 
a 
source 
of 
raw 
, matt‘rials, as in the case of the 
Kindia bauxite mine-in Guinea. 
But in the main, the Soviet ef­ 
forts seem dirt'ctiKl at projects 
which wjll win it the most in 
favorable 
propaganda 
and 
wfiere the local political leaders 
will reap the greatest payoff in 
personal profits or influence, 
thus tying them in with the 
Russians. 
The university training effort 
over the long run, however, is 
likely to be the most productive 
for Moscow. Though the Rus­ 
sian caste system and race 
prejudice 
have 
embittered 
many 
African 
and 
Asian 
students, 
the 
concentrated 
training in Marxist approaches 
to economic and political mat­ 
ters will most certainly lead, in 
the long run, to even rougher 
times for demmracy and free 
enterprise in those African and 
South A.sian countries. 


The Perfect 


Autumn Poem

"It's this way, Doc! My kid's hobby is collecting 
different kinds of beer cans — and I have to 
drink the beer!" 


Although I am involved with 
politics and write about it a 
gfeat deal, I also teach litera­ 
ture in college. In fact, I have 
been involved with literature 
much longer than with politics. 
Certain poems and passages 
of prose have thus acquired for 
me 
a 
secular-sacramental 
character in relation to time and 
place. The words and the time 
or place become fused in my 
mind, part of one another. 
Keats possesses Autumn. 1 
have written about his "Ode to 
Autumn” before, but I do not 
apologize for doing so again. It 
is a perfect, virtually a sacred 
poem. 
Our house in Vermont, about 
10 
miles 
from 
Dartmouth 
College where I teach, stands on 
a small bluff looking across our 
sheep pasture to a bend in the 
river. 
The nights now are close to 
freezing, but the days are hot, 
very still, and somnolent. My 
sheep, sheared last April, now 
bear an inch of clean new wool, 
and they will need that and 
more during the forty-below 
winter to come. Our horses look 
fuzzy with their growing winter 
’ c*oats. 
But today it is warm and süll. 
The sense of natural abundance 
is overpowering. Keats caught 
this moment forever. 
His brief perfect poem con­ 
sists of 33 lines in three stanzas. 
In the first one, Keats writes 
of the richness of autumn, and 
at.first his appreciation of its 
beauty is unqualified. This is a. 
season of “ mists and mellow 
fruitfulness,” with the power to 
“load and bless/With fruit the 
vines that round the thatch-eves 
run.” 
In the middle of this stanza, 
however, a different note enters 
with the word “bend.” Autumn 
coaspires with the sun “to bend 
with appk*s the iTMjss’d cottage- 
trees.” That apple has become 
so heavy we know it will fall — 
and, subtly, we want it to. 
This 
first 
stanza 
then 


concludes with a sense of over­ 
powering ripeness. Sun and 
season fill all fruit with ripeness 
to the core, swell the guard and 
plump the hazel shell with a 
sweet kernel. 
In one of the great technical 
moments 
in 
English 
lyric 
poetry, Keats expresses the 
richness syntactically: Sun and 
season "set budding more/And 
still more, later flowers for the 
bi'es...” 
The second stanza personifies 
autumn as a rural girl who 
drowsily watches “the last ooz- 
ings hours by hours” of a cidipr 
press. This stanza too is full of 
technical marvels. 
In the final stanza, however, 
we hear a very different music, 
the 
thinner 
music 
of 
approaching winter. After all 
the 
richness, 
surprisingly 
enough, this changed music 
comes as an aesthetic and emo­ 
tional relief. Now the “barred 
clouds bloom the soft-dying 
day/And touch the stubble 
plains with rosy hue,” while “ in 
a wailful choir the small gnats 
mourn/Among 
the 
river 
sallows, borne aloft/Or sinking 
as the light wind lives or dies.” 
Now “ full grown lambs” — 
ready for slaughter — “ blest 
from hilly bourn.” The vowel 
sounds change: "Hedge-crickets 
sing... The redbreast whistles 
from 
a 
garden-croft;/And 
gathering swallows twitter in 
the skies.”

voted against accepting.the bids becausi.lhey.said they wanted 
more time tb-see what kind of.work had been done in the past by 


HuUman & Row builders, St. Joseph, low bidder tor the general 
construction of the hall. Mil llollman, a partner in the company, 
said during yesterday's noon meeting that "I've never been in this 
position before of having to defend myself. 1 fed intimidated." 


DiMaggio, who had asked llollman several questions abou other 


of the construction company's jobs, answered "I didn't ipean to 
intimidate you, but 1 think there has been an excessive amount of 
pressure on the board iq accept the lowest bid." 


In part, DiMaggio said, the pressure came from Supervisor 


Orval L. Benson. On'Sept. 2, when bids for the new hall were 
opened, DeVries said the general construction bid should be 
awarded to the second lowest bidder, Pearson Construction Co., 


Benton llarbor. DeVries said Pearson was "more experienced and 
is a known company," and Benson answered "Not taking a low 
bid just makes a farce of the procedure of bidding." 


Hopes of building the new hall with Federal Public Works Act 


funds were overturned by Thomas Sinn, a St. Joseph consultant 
retained by trustees to obtain a J625,«» grantjo finance cons- 
truction of the hall and a new fire station-maintenance building. 
If a governmental unit has its own money committed to a project 
before seeking a Public Works Act grant. Sinn said, the grant 
application would be disqualified by the government. 


The stipulation means that the construction of the township hall 


,would be ineligible because the treasury now holds a $177,000 


,- township hall building fund, Clerk Bill Payne Smith remarked. 


However, Sinn was told to continue to seek grants of about 


$350,000 for construction of the fire station-maintenance building.

The St. Joseph township trustees yesterday voted to use township 
funds and begin construction of a new municipal building after 
learning that the township was probably ineligible for a federal 
grant. By a 5-2 vote trustees accepted low bids totaling $276,900 
for overall construction, which is set to begin within 15 days on a 
10-acre site at Nelson road and Washington avenue, on the west 
side of the St. Joseph river. 


Trustee Robert H. DeVries and Treasurer Isadore DiMaggio 
voted against accepting the bids b(‘caus¿, they said they wanted 
more time tb see what kind of work had lx‘en done in the past by 


Hollman & Row builders, St. Joseph, low bidder for the general 
construction of the hall. Bill Hollman. a partner in the company, 
said during yesterday’s noon meeting that “ I’ve never been in this 
position before of having to defend myself. I feel intimidated.” 


DiMaggio, who ha^ asked Hollman several questions abou other 
of the construction company’s jobs, answered “ I didn’t 
to 
intimidate you, but I think there has been an excessive amount of 
pressure on the board to accept the lowest bid.” 


In part, DiMaggio ^said, the pressure came from Supervisor 
Orval L. Bt*nson. On*Sept. 2, when bids for the new hall were 
opt‘ned, DeVries said the general construction bid should Ix* 
awarded to the second lowest bidder, Pearson Construction Co., 


Benton Harbor. DeVries said Pearson was “ m«»re experienced and 
is a known company,” and Benson answered “ Not taking a low 
bid just makes a farce of the procc>dure of bidding.”

tient's mind that the disease 
already exists. Even though the 
report may be negative, that 
anxiety may persist long after 
the actual illness has disap- 
peared. 


A blood test is taken for wha- 


tever information it may yield. 
The patient need be told nothing 
'more than it is a routine test as 
part of a complete examination: 


All of us in the practice of 


medicine run a frenetic race 
..against time. The pressures 
made on us are often so great 
that we may lose i complete 
awarenedP of the impact that a 
word can make on the sensitive 
psyche of the patient. 


The patient, too, plays a role 


in iatrogenesis. If the patient is 
made anxious by an inadvertent 
word or facial expression, it is 
imperativejthat he specifically 
inquire about its meaning.

'No One Evacuated Yet 
In Seney Forest Fire 


SENEY, 
Mich. (AP) - 


Firefighters are carving out 
new lines to halt the spread of a 
rekindled blaze that briefly 
threatened populated areas in 
the Upper Peninsula on Mon- 
day, accordingUo state Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources of- 
ficials. 


The fire, which roared out of 


vSeney National Wildlife Refuge 
aross Michigan Highway 28 on 
Sunday, appeared headed for 
some inhabited areas, said 
Wayne Tody, deputy director of 
the state Department of Natural 
Resources. 
• 
, 


But DNR public information 


officer Bill Mullendore said 
Monday night that no one had to 
be evacuated. 


"There were some campers in 


the area, and they were advised 
to leave and did so," Mullen- 
dore said. "We haven't been 
evacuating towns. ~ 


"People have been warned 


they might Have to move but no 
heavily populated area is threa- 
tened at this point. 


"To the best of our knowledge 


no private buildings have been 
destroyed but that could happen 
before we're through." 


Mullendore said federal of- 


ficials may recall hundreds of 
firefighters who had been sent 
back to their home states when 
it appeared the fire was under 


control last week. Plans call for 
a ground crew of TMrto be aug- 
mented by waterbombers and 
helicopters. 
• About 100 DNR staffers also 
were, being .recalled to the 
scene, along with heavy equip- 
ment. 


The fire, which started in late 


July, was declared contained 
last week. It has burned 68,000 
acres of timberlant and bog, 
Mullendore said, including 4,000 
acres of state and private land 
since it crossed the highway. 


State officials have criticized 


federal regulations they claim 
let the original fire get out of 
control. The rules, in effect in 
certain dedicated wilderness 
areas including part of the 
Seney refuge, call for natural 
fires 'to be allowed to burn 
themselves out unless lives or 
property are threatened. 


Michigan legislators have 


joined the DNR in calling for an \ 
investigation of those rules, and 
Tody said the state would bill 
the federal government for 
damage to state lands and for 
firefighting costs. 


Tody said Monday the new 


fire had spread straight north 
eight miles above the highway 
and had blackened a five-mile 
strip along the road. 


"What you have is a long 


banana-shaped configuration. 


starting at the northwest corner 
of the Seney refuge and going a 
little bit east of north," Mullen- 
dore said. 


Monday's high'humidity and 


light, 
southwesterly winds 


slowed the fire,' which was no 
longer whipping through tree 
tops, Mullendore said. 


A section of M-28, closed Sun- 


day, was reopened for traffic 
Monday night, it was to be 
closed" again this morning, 
while heavy firefighting equip- 
ment was to be using the high- 
way, DNR officials said. 


Two more fires that broke out 


east and west of the Seney fire 
were contained Monday but not 
fully controlled, DNR officials 
said.

President Ford's refusal to 
allow Vietnam to join the United 
Nations and says the men ap- 
pointed to the Supreme Court by 
Ford and Richard Nixon arc 
doing a good job. 


It apparently was part of an 


effort by the Carter campaign to 
put a more conservative foot 
forward in the second week of 
the candidate's travels in search 
of votes. But that didn't slow 
down Carter's criticism 
of. 


Ford's leadership. 


Carter began the day in the 


South, then chased the sun 
across the country, ending his 
day in Arizona. 


For Ford, the second week of 


the campaign began like the 
first — with the President 
studiously remaining away 
from the campaign trail. 


Although he was not seeing 


any potential voters, plenty 
were seeing him as he signed 
bills at ceremonies designed to 
put him before the television 
cameras and emphasize his 
White House residency. 


Ford, who has left the White 


House only once since the cam- 
paign season began on Labor 
Day, plans to leave Washington 


. on Wednesday for a speech at 


his alma mater, the University 
of Michigan. He planned to meet 
with his speech writers today to 
polish the Michigan address. ' 


After th» speech, Ford is to 


return to the White House and 
may not leave Washington again 
all month except for the first of 


his debates, with Carter on Sept. 
23 in Philadelphia. ' 
. Meanwhile. Sens. Bob Dole, 
the Republican vice presidential 
candidate, and Walter Mondale, 
his Democratic counterpart, 
were cciss-crossing the country' 
seeking votes. 


Carter, whose own style is to 


shake as many hands, kiss as 
many babies and personally 
touch as many voters as he can 
reach, groused about Ford's 
stay-at-home campaign last 
week, accusing him of hiding in 
the White House. 


But Monday1, Carter had kind 


words for the Supreme Court of 
Warren Burger, appointed by 
Nixon, and he said he would 
have vetoed Vietnam's mem- 
bership in the United Nations, 
just as Ford said earlier 
Mon- 


day that he would do. 


Earlier in the day, Ford had 


given instructions to William 
Scranton. U.S. ambassador to 
the U.N., to veto (or the second 
straight year the Vietnamese 
application to join the organiza- 
tion. The veto in the Security 
Council was linked to Hanoi's 
failure to account for Americans 


still listed as missing in Viet- 
nam. 


Carter, in Phoenix, Ariz., met 


wirti about 25 persons whose 
relatives still are listed as 
missing in action in Southeast 
Asia, promising "an all-out ef- 
fort" to determine the fate of 
those still missing. 


Carter said he atyi would not 


move to establish normal rela- 
tions uith Hanoi "until 1 was 
convinced personally that the 
Vietnamese government had 
done everything humanly possi- 
ble to provide a complete ac- 
counting of our men who are 
listed as missing in action."

Croatian nationalists, held on $1 
million bail each on air piracy 
charges after a weekend the 
pilot called “30 hours of hell,” 
also have been charged with 
second-degree murder in the 
bomb death of a policeman.

No One Evacuated Yet 
In Seney Forest Firé

Firefighters are carving out 
new lines to halt the spread of a 
rekindled blaze that briefly 
threatened populated areas in 
the Upper Peninsula on Mon­ 
day, according'to state Depart­ 
ment of Natural Resources of­ 
ficials. 
The fire, which roared but of 
St*ney National Wildlife Refuge 
aross Michigan Highway 28 on 
Sunday, appeared headed for 
some inhabited areas, said 
Wayne Tody, deputy director of 
the state LH'partment of Natural 
Rt>sources. 
But DNR public information 
officer Bill Mullendore said 
Monday night that no one had to 
Ix' ev acuatt'd, 
“There wtTe some cami>ers in 
the area, and they were advised 
to leave and did so,” Mullen- 
dore said, “We haven’t been 
evacuating towns, 
“ People have lH‘en warned 
they might have to mov(‘ but no 
heavily [xipulattxl area is threa­ 
tened at this ix)int. 
“To the b(‘st of our knowk'dge 
no pi ivate buildings have btn'n 
dwtroyed but that could happen 
before we’re through,” 
Mullendore said federal of­ 
ficials may recall hundreds of 
firefighters who had been sent 
Ijack to their home states when 
it appt'ared the fire was under 


control last wet‘k. Plans call for 
a ground crew of 7(MI to bt* aug­ 
mented by waterbombers and 
helicopters, 
• Alx)Ut KM) DNR staffers also 
were being rwalled to the 
scene, along with heavy equip- 
nx'nt. 
The fire, which started in late 
.July, was declared contained 
last week, k has burned 68,(H)0 
acres of timberland and bog, 
Mullendore said, including 4,W)0 
acres of state and private land 
since it crossi*d the highway. 
State officials have criticized 
federal regi'lations they claim 
let the original fire get out of 
control. The rules, in effect in 
t'erfain dedicated wilderness 
areas including part of the 
St*ney refuge, call for natural 
fires to be allowed to burn 
themselves out unless lives or 
proi)erty are threatened. 
Michigan legislators have 
joined the DNR in calling for an 
investigation of those rules, and 
Tody said the state would bill 
the federal government for 
damage to state lands and for 
iir(“fighting costs. 
Tody said Monday the new 
fire had spread straight north 
eight miles above the highway 
and had blackened a five-mile 
strip along the road,

Jimmy Carter agrees with 
President Ford’s refusal to 
allow Vietnam to join the United 
Nations and says the men ap­ 
pointed to the Supreme Court by 
Ford and Richard Nixon are 
doing a g(K)d job. 
It apparently was part of an 
effort by the Carter campaign to 
put a more conservative foot 
forward in the second week of 
the candidate’s travels in search 
of votes. But that didn’t slow 
down Carter’s criticism of 
P'ord’s leadership. 
Carter began the day in the 
South, then chased the sun 
across the country, ending his 
day in Arizona, 
For P'ord, the second week of 
the campaign began like the 
first — with the President 
studiously 
remaining 
away 
from the campaign trail. 
.Although he was not seeing 
any potential voters, plenty 
were seeing him as he signed 
bills at ceremonies designed to 
put him before the television 
cameras and emphasize his 
White House residency,’. 
P’ord, who has left the White 
House only once since the cam­ 
paign season began on Labor 
Day. plans to leave Washington 
. on WtHjnesday for a speech at 
his alma mater, the University 
of Michigan, He planned to mw't 
with his sp<*t*ch writers today to 
polish the Michigan address. ' 
After th» speech. Ford is to 
return to the White House and 
may not ieave Washington again 
all month except for the first of 


his debates with Carter on Sept. 
23 in Philadelphia. 
Meanwhile. Sens. Bob Dole, 
the Rt'publican vice presidential 
candidate, and Walter Mondale, 
his Democratic counterpart, 
were criss-crossing the country 
seeking votes. 
Carter, whose o w ti style is to 
shake as many hands, kiss as 
many babies and personally 
touch as many voters as he can 
reach, groused about Ford’s 
stay-at-home campaign 
last 
week, accusing him of hiding in 
the V\Tiite House, 
But Monday, Carter had kind 
words for the Supreme Court of 
Warren Burger, appointed by 
Nixon, and he said he would 
have vetoed Vietnam’s mem- 
tership in the Unitixl Nations, 
just as Ford said earlier Mon­ 
day that he would do. 
Pearlier in the day. Ford had 
given instructions to William 
Scranton, U.S. ambassador to 
the U.N., to veto Jor the second 
straight year the Vietnamese 
application to join the organiza­ 
tion. The veto in the Security 
Council was link(>d to Hanoi’s 
failure to account for Americans 


still listed as missing in Viet­ 
nam. 
Carter, in Phoenix, Ariz., met 
witti about 25 persons whose 
relatives still are listed as 
missing in action in Southeast 
Asia, promising “ an all-out ef­ 
fort” to determine the fate of 
those still missing. 
Carter said he alijo would not 
nx)ve to establish normal rela­ 
tions with Hanoi “ until 1 was 
convinctHl personally that the 
Vietnamese government had 
done everything humanly possi­ 
ble to provide a complete ac­ 
counting of our men who are 
listed as missing ip action.”

A spt*cial citizens’ commission considering pay scales heard 
pleas for raises Monday — including the hedgt*d n*quest from the 
legislature. 
State legislators want tht'ir pay raised from its current $19,0tM) 
plus $;},000 in annual living expenses, but they hesitated to a|)iK'ar 
hat-in-hand Ix'fore the commission. 
So legislative leaders sent the State Officers ('ompensation 
Commission a letter. They didn’t ask for a raise, but mentiontKl 
.some of the economic facts of life. 
In addition. Dr. John F’orter, state su|XTintendent of public in­ 
struction. interci'dtvl on the legislators’ behalf. To attract the best 
lawmakers, h<‘ said, “ it’s only appropriate that we compensate 
them accordingly.” 
Porter didn’t sptrify a salary figure, but notixl that Department 
of Education employes at “ beginning professional level” make 
$19,000 a year. 
The commission sets salari(*s every twci years for the governor 
($45,iMI0), lieutenant governor ($25,IK)0), supreme court .lustices 
($43,500) and legislators. By law, the c-ommission cannot announce 
its ruling until after Dtv. 1. meaning pay cannot be an issue in the 
Nov. 2 elwtitHi. 
/\nother surrogate supplicant was Gov. William Milliken, who 
s(mght raist*s for Lt. (iov. Jam es Damman and the legislators. 
Milliken did not request a raise for himself and did not name 
figures for the other officials. However, he said their salaries 
should at least reflect the cost of living. 
Tlie lieutenant governor has taken on increased resiwnsibilities 
in the past two years, ¡Vlilliken said in his letter seeking that 


increase. 
.As for legislators, Milliken told the commission they were in 
session an average of 133 days per year the past five years in ad­ 
dition to attending committee meetings and “addressing the needs 
of thousands of constituents.” High-caliber lawmakers must be 
attracted by lucrative wages bt*cause issues have become 
increasingly complex and broader research has become more vi­ 
tal, he said. 
Without asking for raises. House Speaker Bobby Crim. D- 
Davison, Hituse Republican Leader Dennis Cawthorne of Manistee, 
Senate Majority Leader William Fitzgerald and Senate 
R('publican I^t'ader Robert Davis of Gaylord presented two pages 
of argument they apparently hoped would win the commission’s 
SNinpathy. 


Lt'gislative salaries, which jumped from $15,000 to $17,000 .in 
1974 have not kept pace with the cost of living, they c'ontended. 
Meanwhile, lawmaking has bwome a “ fulltime job” and “ the 
ov(>rwhelming number” of legislators do not have outside 
employment btrause of the demands of their government job, 
their letter said. 
Some lawmakers said earlier they should get $25,000 or more. 
But one maverick legislator emerged, asking that pay be 
choppwl in half. 


Rep. Kirby Holmes, R-Utica, said legislators’ salaries should be 
reduced to $9,500 a .vear. He said lawmakers enjoy four-day 
wx'ekends during sessions and average 20 weeks of vacation an­ 
nually.

Other lawmakers have repeatedly argued that much of their 
work is done in committee, over the phone and during meetings in 
their offices or at home. It is unfair and unrealistic, they say, to 
compute a legislator s workload strictly by the amount of time 
spent in formal session.

Even Ford officials conceded 
for the first time they no longer 
were hopeful of avoiding a 
strike. “ I’m not particularly 
optimistic,” the company’s top 
bargainer, Vice President Sid­ 
ney F. McKenna, said in an­ 
nouncing details of the firm ’s 
latest offer. 
The resignation expressed by 
each side that a walkout was 
inevitable contrasted sharply 
with past years, when news 
blackouts 
were 
imposed, 
marathon sessions were held,

settlement did not run out until 
the eleventh-hour. 
Wopdcock said Ford request­ 
ed an extension of the strike 
deadline, but the union turned it 
down because the two sides 
were so far apart. He would not 
speculate, however, whether he 
was expecting a walkout as 
lengthy as the 66-day strike 
against the firm nine years ago. 
Most labor officials — includ­

In its latest offer, Ford als(» 
proposed to extend a dental plan 
to retirees, increase the wage 
base from which percentage pay 
boosts are computed and add an 
additional penny an hour to the 
SUB fund.

The voter approval will allow the district to build a new middle 
school for 456 students in grades five through eight. 


The new school, to he named Reed Middle school, will replace 


the old Reed school built in 1*22 and still used as a classroom for 
m students this fall. The new school will be ready for occupancy 
by September, 1*78, according to present construction plans. At a 
school board meeting following election tabulations, the board 
adopted several resolutions related to the election. 


Among the resolutions adopted were those that directed Dr. 


Lechner to have the school's architects begin developing'detailed 
plans for middle school construction: pledged that the school will 
pay all costs involved in bringing a sewer line to the new building;, 
and instructed Lechner to exercise a school option and buy M 
acres of the Theodore Katzbach estate at $2,030 an acre. The 
Katzbach land along California road has been selected as the site 
for the new middle school. 


The board also accepted the audit of school finances for the fis- 


cal year that- ended June 30. The audit showed a surplus of 
W75,181. The audit covered the school' books and not the district's 
fixed assets, Dr. Lechner said.
